= The lucky folks in Los Angeles now 
have an opportunity to see 20 of those 
teen-age wriggle ’n’ writhe shows a 
week—five Lloyd Thaxtons, six 
Shebangs, five 9th Street Wests, and 
one each Hullabaloo, Hollywood a Go 
Go, Shivaree and Shindig. 

It is possible, but not very probable, 
that there are other cities with stations 
that match this sickeningly rich diet, 
for all the above shows are available 
via network or syndication with the 
exception of 9th Street West, which is 
produced by and for only KHJ-TV in 
the City of Angels. But from what 
we've seen, any station anywhere 
could put on one of these things. All 
it needs is a stack of loud records, an 
unselfconscious announcer, some re- 
cording “stars” who'll drop in to plug 
their wares, a cameraman and either 
a school down the street or a couple 
of dozen dropouts of assorted sexes, 
sizes and degrees of vapidity. 
™ A few of these efforts use profes- 
sional dancers and have the polish of 
prime-time productions, but usually 
the wriggle ’n’ writhe shows offer 
long-haired boys and sloppily groomed 
girls making enthusiastic but inept 
efforts to perform the scores of vari- 
ations that have been concocted from 
Chubby Checker’s basic Twist. 

While the freshness of youth is a 
hard thing to fault, the youngsters 
who frequent television studios to con- 
tort on camera are generally—even 
when acceptably. attired—an un- 
healthy-looking lot of exhibitionists. 
Still, they are less reprehensible than 
the station executives whose idea of 
television entertainment is a screen 
full of perspiring kids trying to un- 
hinge their vertebrae. 
® There’s nothing wrong with wrig- 
gle ’n’ writhe, we suppose. It’s just 
that we deplore the thought of turning 
dancing, which used to be graceful and 
romantic and fun, into a very ques- 
tionable spectator sport.

Dear friends, brace yourselves. Sad 
as it may seem, the secure, calm, kind- 
ly world of Mayberry, N.C., will never 
be the same again. It may, in fact, not 
exist at all after the spring of 1966. 
It comes as a shock, to be sure, but 
if Lassie can be tricked into switch- 
ing her affections from a freckle-faced 
boy to a stubble-faced forest ranger 
—well, you have to gear yourself to 
expect just about anything. 

You might almost say that, up 
until now, happiness has been a 
thing called The Andy Griffith Show 
—happy in terms of scripts, happy in 
terms of the actors, happy in terms of 
all the millions Andy and Danny 
Thomas will make from it. Five years 
ago Andy Griffith, in a spin-off from 
the old Danny Thomas Show, became 
Andy Taylor, sheriff of Mayberry. 
And the Grifith show, under the 
Thomas production banner, emerged 
as a folksy, easy-paced story of small- 
town life, in the Norman Rockwell 
tradition. The Andy Griffith Show, in 
the very first season, moved into the 
Top 10. It’s still there. 

There was good old pie-bakin’ Aunt 
Bee (Frances Bavier), and Taylor’s 
all-American son Opie (Ronny How- 
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ard). But the real humor derived to 
a large extent from the relationship 
between solid, twinkly-eyed old Andy 
and his overly efficient, . slightly par- 
anoid deputy, Barney Fife (Don 
Knotts). The two of them could evoke 
more laughs in a five-minute bit that 
had them just sittin’ and talkin’ in 
their chairs, than all the hoked-up 
sight-gag comedies on TV. The Knotts- 
Griffith rapport was personal as well 
as professional, and as one friend put 
it, “It’s hard to tell, even on the show, 
where one stops and the other begins.” 


Mayberry boy makes good 


Every now and then a new char- 
acter was added to the script. Two 
years ago it was an inexperienced 
performer named Jim Nabors—a 
Bill Dana-Steve Allen-Andy Griffith 
“discovery.” Originally written in for 
a one-shot appearance, Nabors became 
a fixture as Gomer Pyle, an utterly 
ingenuous gas-station attendant. 

Then, early in 1964, success began to 
unravel the close-knit world of May- 
berry. While Gomer might have been 
perfectly happy just tending the gas 
station, Messrs. Thomas and Griffith, 
impressed by public response to 
Gomer, decided he had a much bigger 
future. Gomer joined the Marines 
and emerged in a new series, Gomer 
Pyle, USMC, which is currently No. 3 
in the ratings. True, it was a senti- 
mental loss for Mayberry-town, but 
Griffith (whose own production com- 
pany owns a healthy chunk of the 
Pyle series) and all concerned stand 
to make nothing but millions from it. 

Scarcely was the ink dry on Gomer’s 
enlistment papers when a new snag 
appeared. Other people, it seemed, 
were thinking of leaving that secure 
little world, too. Don Knotts, who was 
supposed to be the second banana on 
the show, was reported to be somewhat 
chagrined that it was Nabors, not 
Knotts, who was being upped to series 
stardom. However, Knotts’ version is 


simply that his five-year contract was 
up, and he had a very appealing film 
contract offer from Universal. He took 
the deal and announced his decision 
to leave. 


Andy: *! shall return’ 


Close on the heels of that announce- 
ment came rumors that Griffith him- 
self would give up the show and 
move on to other things. To viewers, 
the thought of TV without Griffith 
was disconcerting. To CBS, locked in 
a fierce ratings battle with the other 
networks, the thought of losing one 
of its top shows was appalling. Then 
suddenly, Griffith agreed to do another 
season (1965-66). What was behind 
the decision? I went to the Source to 
find out. 

I found Griffith sitting in his dress- 
ing room, studying a script, a scowl 
on his face. He did not look like the 
happy sheriff of Mayberry. 

“Mr. Griffith,” I said, “I hear you'll 
be doing another season after all. 
What made you decide to go on?” 

The head did not rise from the 
script. The scowl deepened. “Didn’t 
get any good film offers, that’s why,” 
he snapped. His partner-manager, 
Richard Linke, who had some sched- 
ule dates to pin down with him, looked 
extremely pained. 

“You mean,” I pursued, “what you 
really want to be doing is movies?” 

“Yeah,” replied Griffith shortly, and 
rose to leave the dressing room. 

With obnoxious persistence, I asked 
a final question: “Could you tell me 
what changes may occur now that 
Knotts is leaving?” 

“No, I couldn’t,’ replied Griffith 
with devastating directness. “I’d tell 
you if I knew but I don’t. We just 
signed the new contract for another 
season, and I'll have to think about 
it.” And off he walked, script in hand. 
He didn’t even say, “’Preciate it.” 

I wasn’t too surprised, for ’'d heard 
that Andy sometimes gets into vastly 


uncommunicative moods. I resolved to 
try again later. 

Next time, he was obviously more 
cheerful. Almost relaxed. He greeted 
me with his Mayberry grin, settled 
down in a comfortable chair and 
placed his feet on Dick Linke’s desk. 
“Sorry about the other time .”he mum- 
bled. “Had a turrible bad cold that 
day.” 

I agreed that he had seemed “under 
the weather,” then ventured, “About 
that sixth season. . .” 

“Wal, tell yuh,” Andy said. “I don’t 
deny Don’s leaving left us with a prob- 
lem, especially after Gomer -gein’. 
Y’see, Sheriff Andy Taylor—he’s too 
sensible, too sharp. Can’t provoke the 
comedy. Can’t be made a fool of. 
What he needs is a troublesome friend 
to get him into all those troublesome 
situations. And ol’ Barn’ was sure 
that. 

“Way last year Don talked to me 
about leaving. He had all kinds of 
offers, finally took the Universal deal 
because it offered him movies as well 
as TV. After all, he’d spent nine busy 
years on TV. If I’'da been him I woulda 
done the same thing.” continued 
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‘As near as | can figure | was taking part in 
some sort of TV commercial, so | just decided 
to stay down.’ 


Trouble in Mayberry /continued 


Andy discussed the difficulty of find- 
ing just the right comedy foil for the 
show, how they were considering 
numerous actors in a search for “the 
chemistry that works.’ At one point 
Goober (George Lindsey, who plays 
a rather pale imitation of Gomer) was 
considered a possibility as second ba- 
nana. A number of others, including 
night-club comic Don Rickles and 
Englishman Bernard Fox, were in the 
running. The decision was to forego 
a replacement for Knotts. 


He's a homebody 


‘Nother thing,” Andy continued, 
‘Sf ’'da quit at the end of this sea- 
son, I'd be traveling quite a lot— 
night clubs, fairs and the like. And 
I don’t like to travel and be away 
from my family too long. And then, 
I'd be sittin’, waiting for a good movie 
offer. Not that I haven’t got ‘em. 
Haven't got one I like.” 

It turned out that what ol’ Andy 
meant by “good” was an offer of a 
movie role that was somewhat more 
weighty than what he has become 
used to doing. Something, perhaps, a 
little more like the part he played in 
“A Face in the Crowd” (a film he 
made several years ago with Elia 
Kazan, in which Griffith played a 
heavy—the critics liked it, but Andy’s 
only comment is, “It was a bust at the 
box office”). Could it be that Andy 
Griffith, rustic comedian, yearned to 
be Andrew Griffith, actor? “I don’t 
really care what kind of role it is,” 
he said suddenly and intensely. “Cow- 
boy, villain... I'd play anything, 
anything at all.” 

As he talked I couldn’t help but 
think of what Knotts had told me 
earlier: “I’m sure Andy wants to do 
features—and for my money he’s one 
of the best actors around. As a matter 
of fact he’d told me last year that he 


was going to quit the show after this 
season. That's when I went ahead 
with other plans. I had a series offer, 
the Universal deal and others, but 
took Universal because it involved 
what I want to do most now—comedy 
feature films. 

“Tt was the right time for me to 
move on—but. with Andy’s decision it 
is different. After all, when you own 
your own show it’s awful hard to 
give up the security and the money 
and all. 

“When the time’s 
move on too.” 

The picture seemed to be this: Andy 
wanted to get out of TV, all right, but 
he wanted out on his own terms. As 
long as he was lord of The Andy Grif- 
fith Show, high in the ratings, he would 
still be in a position to dictate those 
terms, if and when that hard-to-come- 
by “good” movie offer presented itself. 
Meanwhile, the loot was highly sooth- 
ing. And it kept a’man busy.

Don may drop in 


“Now Don just might come back a 
time or two on our show,” Griffith 
was saying with a rather wistful air. 
“If his other commitments allow it.” 
Then, for the first time, Griffith smiled 
his broad, Sheriff Taylor smile—he was 
thinking about Mayberry. “Y’know. I 
like those scenes where we just sit 
and talk. Barney talks about his big 
plans for the evening—a stroll past 
the hardware-store window display, a 
bottle of pop at the gas station; and 
I tell him I got big plans too—goin’ 
down to the church choir practice— 
and vote on the new choir robes. 
That’s a big evening. 

“Y'know, folks may have their 
troubles in that town, but no one, 
no one ever has any big problems in 
Mayberry.” 

The wrinkles on Andy Griffith’s 
brow disappear momentarily. The 
thought, obviously, is very appealing.

THE NETWORKS PONDER WHERE 
TO DRAW THE LINE 


There is no pat answer 


to how suggestive a movie can he 


before being barred from the air

fi was on the last lap of a trans- 
continental trip to find out what 
the chances were that some of the 
current gamy movies—things like 
“Kiss Me, Stupid,” “The Carpetbag- 
gers” and “A House Is Not a Home” 
—would eventually get on television. 

I had talked to movie people in 
Hollywood (“Television is capable of 
running its own business”). In Wash- 
ington, I had talked to senators (“If 
the trash of the film industry gets on 
television, it will add a new com- 
plexity to an already complex situa- 
tion”), to congressmen (“The televi- 
sion stations are in the business of 
operating in the public interest, and 
if they don’t know what the public 
interest is, they should lose their 
licenses”), to the Federal Communi- 
eations Commission (“We're worried, 
but what can we do?”), and to the 
Code Authority of the National As- 
sociation of Broadcasters (“As sex 
and sensationalism become more and 
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more important at the theater box 
office, they will also become an in- 
creasing problem for us”). 

Now New York and the networks. 
They are showing more and more 
movies every season—two a week on 
NBC, one on ABC and, starting in 
the fall, one a week on CBS. 

First discovery: No one at ABC 
wanted to talk. This in itself may be 
revealing. ABC is, of course, the net- 
work which brought us the famous 
Fabian Bus Stop program, character- 
ized by Jack Gould, TV critic of the 
New York Times, as “a disgraceful 
and contemptible flaunting of de- 
cency.” ABC also is the network which 
is now bringing us Peyton Place, the 
first TV series based on a dirty book. 

CES was more communicative about 
its position. Said Joseph H. Ream, 
vice president for program practices 
at CBS, “Every entertainment pro- 
gram broadcast on the CBS network 
is reviewed on the basis of standards 


set by the program practices depart- 
ment. Movies .. . are subject to the 
same criteria.” 

Concerning “Kiss Me, Stupid,” which 
has been condemned by the Legion of 
Decency and roundly castigated by 
critics, NBC vice president Robert D. 
Kasmire said, “On the basis of what I 
read about it, we would not carry it. 
But we would make our own deter- 
mination. We would probably turn it 
down for the same reasons the Legion 
did, not because the Legion did.” 

Kasmire says that films for broad- 
cast on NBC are chosen first of all 
for program value—story, stars, box 
office, entertainment—and only then 
are considered from the point of view 
of broadcast standards. “In every in- 
stance,” he says, “we reserve the right 
to turn a film down.” The network 
has shown more than 150 feature pic- 
tures since 1961. In that time, only 
three have been rejected because they 
did not meet broadcast standards— 
“The Fly,” a horror film; “No Way 
Out,” a story of racial hatred; and 
“Lydia Bailey,” a costume drama with 
racial overtones. 

According to Kasmire, viewers’ own 
standards have changed in the three 
years that NBC has been putting on 
movies. He says, “‘Ten North Fred- 
erick’ got letters of objection a couple 
of years ago, but probably it wouldn’t 
now.” However, he adds, “I would like 
to cool any impression that we would 
relax our standards.” 

Msgr. Thomas Little, head of the 
National Legion of Decency, agrees 
with Kasmire that standards have 
changed in recent years. He says, “The 
Legion has recognized greater matura- 
tion and greater sophistication of au- 
diences.” Thus the Legion has given its 
A-IV rating (morally unobjectionable 
for adults, with reservations) to many 
films which it certainly would have 
condemned a few years ago—‘“La 
Dolce Vita,” “Lolita,” “Mondo Cane,” 
“The Night of the Iguana,” “Walk on 
the Wild Side” and “Divorce—Italian 


Style” (“a delightful picture,’ says 
Monsignor Little). As to whether these 
films should be shown on television, 
the monsignor says only, “I think tele- 
vision has a greater responsibility than 
the motion picture industry, and ad- 
vertisers have a great responsibility 
to the buying public.” 

One person who has had the day- 
to-day responsibility of deciding what 
movies the viewing public should see 
is a young man named Bill Lacey, 
who has bought most of the 5000 
feature films which have been shown 
on WCBS-TV, the CBS owned-and- 
operated station in New York. He not 
only decides what pictures the sta- 
tion will show but whether they should 
be on The Early Show, The Late 
Show or The Late Late Show. He says, 
“A person with any education can 
usually tell whether a picture is in 
bad taste. It comes down to common- 
sense values.” 

Is common sense too pat and over- 
simplified a criterion to use in judg- 
ing what should and should not be 
shown on TV? Sen. Thomas Dodd’s 
Subcommittee to Investigate Juvenile 
Delinquency has amassed an impres- 
sive amount of expert testimony on 
the influence of TV on the young: 

Dr. Albert Bandura, professor of 
psychology, Stanford University: “The 
data we have collected so far .. . 
strongly suggest that exposure to 
aggressive pictorial content not only 
increases the probability of occur- 
rence of aggressive behavior in chil- 
dren, but also is influential in shaping 
the form aggression will take [when 
children are later provoked].” 

Dr. Fredric Wertham, consultant 
psychiatrist, Queens Medical Center 
Hospital, New York: “Harmful mass 
media influences are a contributing 
factor in many young people’s troubles. 
On the basis of my studies, I predicted 
15 years ago that more and more bru- 
tal violence would be committed by 
younger and younger age groups. This 
was met with disbelief. continued 
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Coming Aftractions?-/ continued 


Now it is common knowledge. . 
There is a real danger today’s fiction 
will become tomorrow’s documentary.” 

There is another opinion on TV's 
influence, however. It is characterized 
by the observation of Father J. Frank- 
lin Ewing, prominent Jesuit anthro- 
pologist of Fordham University: 

“We must remind ourselves that 
television integrates with the totality of 
our civilization. When they were study- 
ing small, out-of-the-way peoples, an- 
thropologists could trace relationships 
between different cultural patterns 
with some hope of making precise 
statements about them. But in focus- 
ing on our own complex civilization, 
we face not only the problem of sheer 
numbers of people, but of so many 
causes of so many effects. Hence, any 
simplistic statement such as “TV causes 
juvenile delinquency’ must be ex- 
tremely naive. Television may be 
studied as one of the factors, and a 
very important one too. But it can 
never be isolated as the unique cause.” 

Many do isolate the cause. For ex- 
ample, Norman Cousins, who wrote in 
the Saturday Review: “The TV oper- 
ators boast about the ease with which 
they dominate the fashions of teen- 
agers just by having TV stars dress 
in a certain way. Yet they see no 
cause-and-effect relationship between 
what they show and the increasing 
addiction of young people to cheap 
violence.” 

These references are all to violence 
on television; but cannot they logi- 
cally be extended to the casual adul- 
teries and miscellaneous pre- and post- 
marital sex that are now such an 
integral part of motion pictures which 
may soon be on the home screen? 
Howard H. Bell, director of the Code 
Authority of the National Association 
of Broadcasters, says, “Our concern 
is not that certain themes are unac- 
ceptable but how they are done. We 
have a greater maturity in TV today— 
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we can treat themes now that we 
couldn’t deal with five years ago.” 

Some of the “adult” foreign films 
are already on TV—‘Room at the 
Top,” “Two Women,’ “The, Mark” 
and “Divorce—Italian Style,” for in- 
stance. But these were done in good 
taste and are presented in good taste 
by the TV stations showing them. The 
most immediate cause for alarm is the 
current domestic crop. As Life said 
about Joseph E. Levine, producer of 
the notable “Two Women” and “Di- 
vorce—lItalian Style” and the unnot- 
able “The Carpetbaggers”: “If foreign 
sex sells well in this country, he appar- 
ently reasoned, why not peddle the 
home-grown variety? ...So he went 
ahead . . . leaving out the one ingredi- 
ent that lifts such foreign films from 
the category of voyeurism: good taste.” 


A tasteless sequence 


The Motion Picture Code contains 
an esoteric taboo against showing the 
female navel. In “Kiss Me, Stupid,” 
the waitresses at a sleazy roadhouse 
called The Belly Button not only show 
theirs but wear jewels in them. A 
particularly tasteless sequence in- 
volves Kim Novak's losing her jewel, 
which rolls into a bathroom, where 
she and Ray Walston—far from My 
Favorite Martian—crawl about the 
commode trying to find it. 

Leaving New York, I recalled a 
couple of not-so-absurd lines from 
Eugene Ionesco’s theater-of-the-ab- 
surd play “The Bald Soprano.” One 
character says, “All that is human is 
honorable.” Says another: “Even so, I 
don’t like to see it—here among us.” 

Whether we are now living, as some 
would have it, in a decadent age, or 
experiencing, as others believe, a sex- 
ual revolution long overdue—whether 
it takes (heaven forbid) an Act of 
Congress, or action by the television 
broadcasters or reaction by the view- 
ing public—does the toilet really be- 
long in the living room?

Victoria Abdicates: One of the most 
enchanting performers of the past 
television season was 4-year-old 
Victoria Meyerink of The Danny Kaye 
Show. She’s the tyke who would ap- 
pear at the end of the show each 
week, sit on Danny’s knee and sort 
of talk over the world in general. 
Suddenly, a few weeks ago, she 
turned up missing, and you may 
have wondered why. 

According to a source close to the 
program, little Victoria just “clammed 
up.” Kaye exercised all his noted 
charm, and yards and yards of tape 
was shot, but Victoria just wouldn’t 
“sive” the way she used to. 

While all this was going on, the 
star noticed another 4-year-old, 
Sofia Mary Gruskin, one of a group 
of little girls in a musical number 
on his show. He picked her up, and 
they talked together at length and 
charmingly, the way he and Victoria 
used to. He hired Sofia, and a letter 
was sent to Victoria’s mother, actress 
Jeanne Baird, saying that her daugh- 
ter’s services would not be required 
“for the rest of the season,” Miss 
Baird is attempting to take it all 
philosophically: “It’s not the end of 
the world.” 

Meanwhile, after three appearances, 
Kaye and company may be beginning 
to lose their enthusiasm over Miss 
Sofia Mary Gruskin. She isn’t nearly 
as talkative as she used to be. 


Congressional Efficiency: The project 
may never reach the air waves,

especially now that plans are being 
publicized, but NBC has quietly set 
up an investigation of Congressional 
efficiency, with an eye to exposing all 
in a documentary, probably next 
November. The network, alerting as 
few members of Congress as possible 
for fear of opposition, has engaged 
the efficiency firm of Arthur D. Little, 
Inc. of Cambridge, Mass., to make the 
study, which also will come out in 
book form under the title “Study of 
Congress.” 


Open, but Not for Business: It ap- 
peared that the first commercial satel- 
lite, Early Bird, was hardly in the 
heavens before it began to ring up 
sales, among them a two-hour Today 
show telecast on NBC, and two CBS 
blockbusters—“Town Meeting of the 
World” and “Europe, Twenty Years 
After,” a joint CBS-BBC effort in- 
volving former President Eisenhower 
and Lord Montgomery. However, it 
turns out that these and other shows 
scheduled are “freebies” permitted 
over a six-to-eight-week trial period, 
while the Federal Communications 
Commission and Comsat, the oper- 
ating corporation, figure out what 
rates to charge. 

One aspect of Early Bird transmis- 
sion not so generally publicized: 
European nations, whose telephone 
and telegraph facilities are postoffice 
owned and very profitable, are more 
interested in message transmission 
than in TV relay. There has been 
tentative agreement, however, that 
TV will have a clear field after 
peak transatlantic telephone hours, 
which end with the European busi- 
ness day about 7 P.M. Western Euro- 
pean time; 2 P.M. U.S. Eastern time.

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HE PLANTS HIS ANTENNAS 
IN EVERY CORNER OF THE NATION 


After a puny start, CATV has become a giant 


that may revolutionize your viewing 


BY DAVID LACHENBRUCH 


Out of the hill country has come 
a strapping young giant, with muscles 
of cable and the wealth of a Beverly 
Hillbilly, who threatens to turn the 
city-slicker world of television broad- 
casting upside down. All across the 
United States, from Tillamook, Ore., 
to Key West, Fla, he has gained 
strength, confidence and friends—and 
plenty of enemies, too. Now he’s ready 
to seek fame and fortune in the big 
cities. 

He has no official birth certificate, 
but most folks say he was born just 
15 years ago in the mountains of 
eastern Pennsylvania. Funny thing is 


he was such a scrawny runt nobody 
really expected him to grow up at all. 
This confident young Goliath is us- 
ually known by his initials—CATV. 
They stand for “community antenna 
television.” | 

The year of CATV’s birth is gen- 
erally reckoned as 1950, the first real 
year of the Great American Television 
Boom. TV fever was in the air every- 
where, but television was hardly a 
nation-wide institution. There were 
fewer than 100 stations on the air 
(compared with about 670 today), and 
families beyond the range of television 
reception were left out of continued 
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the big excitement on the little screens. 

Some places were just too far away 
for TV reception; others were blocked 
by hills and mountains. An enter- 
prising appliance dealer in Lansford, 
Pa., reached up into the air, harnessed 
a television signal and rode it down 
into the valley town, unknowingly 
starting television’s biggest contro- 
versy. He installed an antenna on a 
near-by mountain and brought TV 
into the valley by cable. He then 
“rented” this television service to 
residents, at a monthly fee, stringing 
the cable to their homes. (The only 
earlier system on record was started 
in 1949 in Astoria, Ore., but has not 
been in continuous operation.) 

The idea caught on fast in eastern 
Pennsylvania, and similar systems 
were soon bringing TV to Mahanoy 
City, Pottsville, Tamaqua and other 
communities. Television stations 
looked upon these antics with amused 
benevolence. It brought their pro- 
grams to people who _ otherwise 
couldn’t receive them, providing a 
modest bonus circulation to their 
advertisers. 


A rustic curiosity 


The licensing of new TV stations had 
been “frozen” in 1948 while the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission re- 
solved interference problems and 
worked out a new method of assigning 
stations. CATV suddenly provided a 
way to bring television to eager com- 
munities beyond TV’s horizon. In 
broadcasting circles, those who had 
even heard of CATV regarded it as 
a rustic curiosity which would fall 
apart as soon as the FCC gave the 
green light for new stations to provide 
more TV service—free—for all. 

The FCC’s freeze ended in 1952— 
but not CATV. From a_ backwoods 
joke the community television system 
has mushroomed into a half-billion- 
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dollar industry. Today there are more 
than 1600 such systems in the United 
States, about twice the number of 
five years ago. More than 1,700,000 
homes, with about 5,500,000 viewers 
—hbetter than 3 percent of America’s 
television audience—receive their 
television via cable. There are some 
500 systems in Canada. 

CATV is now entering its biggest 
growth period. New systems are start- 
ing up at a rate close to one a day. 
Claims have been staked out to “wire 
up” literally thousands of additional 
communities—and this includes cities 
with as many as seven television 
channels, as well as small towns with 
no stations of their own. 


Hedging their bets 


With a loud and painful crash, the 
realization has hit broadcasters that 
CATV is not only here to stay, it’s 
rapidly becoming a dominant force in 
television. Some broadcasters who 
once snorted at it now regard it as 
a serious threat to their very way 
of life—and just in case they can’t 
lick it, they’re hedging their hets 
by buying or establishing their own 
community systems. 

What’s behind the burgeoning of 
CATV? Why would any sane viewer 
pay to have programs piped into his 
home when he can fish them out of 
the air for nothing? 

The answer lies in the changing 
nature of CATV. Where it once 
brought the only pictures into non- 
TV communities, it now provides a 
super-de-luxe television service to 
areas already served by local stations. 
Most of the CATV operators guarantee 
crystal-clear reception—no ghosts, no 
snow, and color better than ever— 
without the bother of an outside an- 
tenna, and often for an initial fee con- 
siderably less than the cost of an | 
antenna. Their cables are strung on 
poles leased from the telephone com- 
pany, and amplifiers installed along 


the cable keep the picture clear. 

In addition, most systems promise 
extra channels—not only the near-by 
local stations, but others too distant 
to pick up with an ordinary home 
antenna. Some offer as many as 12 
channels of broadcast TV entertain- 
ment. Programs of UHF stations 
(channels 14 through 83) are con- 
verted to VHF so they can be seen on 
unmodified standard 12-channel sets. 

A cable subscriber in Great Falls, 
Mont., for example, gets more net- 
work service than a viewer in New 
York City. The system there brings 
in the two Great Falls stations, three 
from Spokane, Wash., two from Salt 
Lake City, and one from Lethbridge, 
Alberta, Canada. Thus, on eight chan- 
nels, the Great Falls viewer can watch 
the programs of ABC, CBS, NBC, the 
National Educational TV network and 
the Canadian Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion, in addition to locally originated 
live and film shows. New CATV 
equipment now under development 
will provide as many as 40 channels. 

Some CATV systems also pipe in 
several channels of music, including 
FM radio and recorded background 
music. Many Have added a closed- 
circuit time-and-weather service, 
which shows a clock and the latest 
weather forecast on an otherwise un- 
used channel. 


What subscribers pay 


Cable service subscribers usually 
pay an installation charge which var- 
ies from no charge to $150 but aver- 
ages around $20. The monthly service 
fee is from $2 to $7.50, averaging $5. 
The average system has a little over 
1000 subscribers, although the number 
ranges from as few as 25 to more than 
25,000. At least 46 states now have 
operating systems, and all 59 should 
be covered before the year is out. 

CATV’s rapid growth has posed a 
dilemma to both broadcasters and 
the Government. While television 


stations are so tightly supervised. and 
regulated that a broadcaster can hard- 
ly sneeze without making out a re- 
port, most CATV systems are com- 
pletely free from Federal regulation, 
since they neither “broadcast” nor 
cross state lines. 

High on the worry list is the im- 
pact of CATV on television stations. 
Since 1952 the FCC has given top 
priority to the establishment of sta- 
tions in as many communities as pos- 
sible, to foster diversity of owner- 
ship and local expression. When a 
cable system comes to town, bringing 
signals from far away, does it com- 
pete unfairly with local stations? Will 
it discourage construction of new TV 
outlets in smaller communities? Most 
smaller cities are assigned UHF chan- 
nels, and there are fears that CATV 
could be a death blow to the FCC’s 
hopes for thousands of new stations 
on that frequency band. 


Unanswered questions 


If CATV does stunt the growth of 
local TV broadcasting, what happens 
to television service in rural areas? 
Cable TV currently is economical 
only where homes are grouped to- 
gether. If local TV stations succumb 
to CATV competition, where does 
this leave the rural dweller who must 
depend on air-borne TV waves? 

A comparatively recent development 
has sharpened the concern over CATV 
competition with local stations. This 
is the use of microwave relays to 
carry programs over long distances to 
local cable systems. These microwave 
relays are similar to those used by 
networks to carry their programs from 
Coast to Coast. CATV systems now 
use them, for example, to carry New 
York’s non-network stations as far 
as central Pennsylvania. A proposed 
system in Ohio would offer the in- 
dependent stations of both New York 
and Chicago via microwave. There’s 
talk of bringing four of Los continued 
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Angeles’s independent stations as far 
east as Denver. More than 100 micro- 
wave systems are now in use, serving 
approximately 500 CATVs. 

Since the FCC has jurisdiction over 
microwaves, it does exercise a meas- 
ure of control over community systems 
which use them. It now requires these 
microwave-fed systems to “black- 
out” any shows from out-of-town sta- 
tions (principally network shows) 
which have been broadcast on local 
channels in the last 15 days or which 
are scheduled to be broadcast during 
the next 15 days. 

Although small-town broadcasters 
were the first to complain about 
CATV, panic is now rising among the 
larger ones, as CATV begins to knock 
at the doors of the great cities. Al- 
ready, the city fathers of New York 
and Philadelphia are considering pro- 
posals for giant wired TV systems. 

The specter of pay-TV hovers over 
any broacleaster’s discussion of CATV. 
Millions of homes connected together 
by cable and microwave could provide 
a tempting ready-made nucleus for 
a multi-biilion-dollar pay-as-you- 
watch system to supply fee-TV pro- 
grams which aren’t broadcast on the 
air at all. CATV leaders disavow any 
such ambitions. Nevertheless, they’ve 
already made what some broadcasters 
fear is a tentative start. 


Prize fights offered 


Some microwave-fed CATV systems 
have served their subscribers with the 
championship prize fights which are 
blacked off the air and normally 
viewed only in movie theaters. In 
some cases, these bouts have been 
supplied to subscribers at no extra 
charge; in others, viewers are placed 
on an “honor system” and asked to 
send an extra 50 cents or a dollar if 
they peeked. 

If not pay-TV, will CATV even- 


tually become a “fourth network, 
bidding against the Big Three for top 
fare, and selling commercials in com- 
petition with them—without ever 
actually putting a program “on the 
air?” 

Broadcasters are a practical lot, and 
many of them are beginning to play 
both sides of the street—just in case. 
Almost every major chain TV station 
owner is now also involved in owner- 
ship of CATV systems. The broad- 
casting and other major corporations 
which are now acquiring cable sys- 
tems at a brisk clip have vastly in- 
creased the stature of wired television. 
One of the symptoms of CATV’s new 
status was the recent resignation of 
FCC Commissioner (and former 
Chairman) Frederick W. Ford to be- 
come president of the National Com- 
munity Television Association, the 
organization of system operators. 


FCC will regulate 


It’s a foregone conclusion that 
CATV will be brought under FCC 
control. Even Mr. Ford’s NCTA recog- 
nizes this, and his group, together 
with the National Association of 
Broadcasters and the FCC itself, has 
been trying to work out acceptable 
regulations, which probably would 
have to be passed into law by Con- 
gress. 

NCTA says its members have no 
ambition to originate programs, to 
sell commercials or to become pay- 
TV systems. Nevertheless, Mr. Ford 
says that if CATV systems are to be 
licensed by the FCC, they should not 
specifically be barred forever from 
engaging in these activities. However, 
NCTA does agree to regulations re- 
quiring cable systems to carry all local 
channels and to black out identical 
programs from outside stations. 

The NAB and other groups fighting 
CATV have been holding out for 
tougher terms, including the same 
15-day before-and-after blackouts of 


programs which are also carried on 
local channels. There have been 
other proposals to prevent systems 
from carrying the programs of any 
stations to areas where such stations 
couldn’t normally be received with a 
regular outdoor antenna (in engineer- 
ing terms, the station’s “Grade B con- 
tour”). In addition to NAB, the or- 
ganizations pressing most strongly for 
regulation of community antennas are 
the Television Accessories Manufac- 
turers Institute—composed principally 
of receiving-antenna manufacturers, 
and formed specifically to fight CATV 
—and the Association of Maximum 
Service Telecasters, a group of high- 
powered VHF stations. With many 
NAB members investing in CATV, 
there are some suggestions that its 
will to fight is becoming eroded. 

In its first major action on the issue, 
the FCC is proposing to assume the 
same jurisdiction over all systems that 
it has taken over microwave-fed sys- 
tems, and it is asking the public to 
suggest other regulations. This is ex- 
pected to be a long-drawn-out pro- 
ceeding, since some lawyers are cer- 
tain to insist the Commission has no 
authority to regulate CATV without 
an act of Congress. 


Two suits pending 


A more serious threat than Govern- 
ment regulation may well be posed by 
two lawsuits against cable operators. 
One was filed by United Artists (rep- 
resented by the firm of famous at- 
torney Louis Nizer) against two West 
Virginia systems; the other by CBS 
against TelePrompTer Corporation, a 
major chain owner of CATV systems. 
They both charge that the systems are 
violating copyright laws by picking up 
and retransmitting programs without 
permission of the copyright owners. 

The CATV operators are quick to 
reply that they’re not retransmitting 
anything. They argue that they merely 
provide an extension of the TV set’s 


receiving antenna, and that if they’re 
guilty of copyright violation so is a 
roof-top dipole or a living-room rab- 
bit-ear. 

While CBS is fighting CATV in the 
courts, it’s also joining up. The net- 
work recently purchased a substantial 
interest in a huge, 26,000-home system 
in Vancouver, Canada. Says CBS: 
“Just an investment.” ABC, one of 
CATV’s most vigorous opponents, 
concedes it is considering a similar 
investment. 


Applications pour in 


At the rate of about three a day, 
local municipal authorities of cities, 
towns, and villages are receiving ap- 
plications for permission to string up 
new cable systems. CATV groups now 
estimate that 20, 30, or even 85 
percent of the Nation’s TV homes 
eventually will receive their video 
by wire. (A recent economic study 
commissioned by the FCC, however, 
placed CATV’s practical ceiling at 
about 6 million homes, or roughly 10 
percent of the Nation’s households.) 
The result may eventually be a “net= 
work of receivers,” supplying all. of 
the programs from big-city stations to 
a substantial part of the Nation. 

A leading trade publication, Tele- 
vision Digest, recently commented: 
“Those incredible millions being 
poured into CATV are literally amaz- 
ing—surpassing just about anything 
in TV-radio history. It’s one of the 
most remarkable phenomena ever 
witnessed in broadcasting. Half of the - 
TV industry wants in. The other half 
is bewilderedly wondering what's 
going on.” 

One day in Pennsylvania, a fellow 
strung some cable up a hill. To the 
CATV industry, that event is com- 
parable with one in Pennsylvania 200 
years earlier, when another man flew 
a kite in a thunderstorm. At any rate, 
there’s one definite similarity: What 
came down was shocking.

Gilligan's Island 


It all started out, as the song tells 
us, when, on a three-hour excursion 
in the SS Minnow, they were caught 
in bad weather and cast ashore, ap- 
parently forever, on a desert isle— 
the castaways being a skipper (Alan 
Hale), a mate (Bob Denver), a boy 
“professor” (Russell Johnson), a gil 
movie star (Tina Louise), a millionaire 
and his wife (Jim Backus and Natalie 
Schafer) and a secretary (Dawn 
Wells). They all keep in touch with 
civilization by radio, but actually a 
lot more is going on right where they 
are. And not the least of their prob- 
lems is thwarting potential rescuers. 
One is a Japanese sailor in a one-man 
submarine who doesn’t know that 
World War II is over; another is a 
surfer who rides in on a tidal wave 
(his plan is for them to get him back 
in shape and put him on the next wave 
to Hawaii); and still a third is “Wrong 
Way” Feldman in his plane “The Spirit 
of the Bronx,” a gentleman who, of 
course, they promptly lose (“Knowing 
‘Wrong Way,’ it’s hard to say which 
way he went”). 


Troubles arrive too—from bank 
robbers and gangsters to a neighbor- 


ing island tribe who, hearing Gilligan 
practicing his drums for the million- 
aire wife’s cultural explosion, mistake 
it as an enemy war signal; from a 
ferocious-looking ape with a weak- 
ness for diamonds and girls to a mis- 
sile with an ignited nuclear war head 
(one which was shot to a supposedly 
uninhabited area). And, when there 
are not enough outside troubles like 
these, the castaways are entirely 
capable of digging up their own. On 
one occasion they unearth a statue 
of Kona, god of Evil, and on another 
they discover “The Eye of the Idol,” 
which is supposed to grant three 
wishes before sundown. 


The acting is, in keeping with all 
this, primarily slapstick, and if it’s 
the viewer’s intelligence which some- 
times gets slapped (Alan Hale, in- 
cidentally, is always about to slap 
poor Bob Denver), the fact remains 
there are bright touches too—one of 
the best being when Dawn Wells re- 
counts at length the whole story of 
Young Dr. Malone and another being 
when Bob Denver is pursued, back 
and forth, by the misguided mis- 
sile. The dialog also varies—but not 
much—from the time when Backus, 
leering, says, “I backed a few plays in 
my time. It’s the only business where 
you can be a devil while you’re an 
angel,” to the time when someone 
complains to Tina Louise, “I don’t see 
how you can exercise in that dress— 
it’s so tight I would think it would 
cut off the circulation.’ To which, of 
course, Miss Louise replies, “Honey, 
in Hollywood, the tighter the dress the 
more the girl circulates.” All in all, 
if you don’t expect too much you 
can have a good time with this show— 
although it helps to watch it all in the 
spirit of a recent plot in which, as 
we recall, the skipper received a blow 
on the head which caused him to lose 
his mind. You had to be pretty alert 
to notice the difference.

Don Ameche, former movie great, now performs 


iri the Big Top's shadows—and he likes his new role 


To those who can’t remember movies 
without stereophonic sound, Todd-AO 
or Tuesday Weld, the name Don 
Ameche may not mean much. At best, 
it conjures up an image of a dapper 
gentleman with a rainbow smile who 
guides viewers through NBC’s Inter- 
national Showtime. 

But say Don Ameche to anyone 
brought up on the movies of the late 
Thirties and Forties, and you've got 
yourself another story. 

In those days, Ameche always 
was playing in something at the 
Bijou—and since he made some 30 
pictures for 20th Century-Fox, he 
probably was. Combining a bubbly 
blend of Billy-Next-Door boyishness, 
Latin good-looks, a razzle-dazzle smile 
and a fudgy voice, Ameche hit big. 

Today, at 56, Ameche looks about 
the same. The raven-black hair that 
always appeared pressed still looks 
pressed. Only now it’s speckled with 
white. So is the famous Ameche 
musketeer mustache. The jawline’s 
getting jowly; the face is heavier— 
but those are the only noticeable 
physical changes. 

One thing that has changed con- 
siderably, however, is the Ameche 
personality—a personality once de- 
scribed as all “Seven-Up fizzy.” 
Ameche exudes liitle fizz today. 
There is a striking solemnity about 
the man; a restraint you first notice 
in his eyes—“eyes that sparkled like 
angel dust,” as one lady remembers. 
Today, they appear distant. Often- 
times, they’re reflective—and poign- 
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antly so. In a voice that’s markedly 
weighty, Don explains: “I’ve gotten 
on in years, and there’s so much I 
don’t know. I’m trying to catch up. 
Years ago I was always so busy. Just 
working to be successful was a 24- 
hour job.” 

And it was. Don tells how, from the 
time he made his first picture (“Sins 
of Man”) in 1936, he “couldn’t live 
with” himself unless he “went all out 
to be successful.” “I never once 
showed up late on a set,” he says, 
“and I always knew my lines.” 

He appeared mostly in glossy musi- 
cals (‘“Alexander’s Ragtime Band,” 
“Moon over Miami,” “Lillian Russell”) 
but did straight roles as well (he is 
best remembered for “Alexander 
Graham Bell”). Besides pictures, 
Ameche also worked in radio. His 
eight-year stint on “The Chase and 
Sanborn Hour” prompted one trade 
paper to dub Ameche’s voice “the 
most profitable larynx in America.” 

The rest of him made money too. 
Restaurateur Toots Shor, a friend for 
30 years, recalls: “Ameche was the 
highest-paid actor in Hollywood. He 
was making $7500 a week when people 
like Gable were making nothing.” 
Toots is not known for his under- 
statement. 

But though many, like Gable, weath- 
ered the TV tremor that shook Holly- 
wood in the late Forties, Ameche 
didn’t. One director explains: “Ameche 
was perfect for the tinselly, ‘Let’s- 
think-about-it-tomorrow’ prewar pic- 
ture. After the war, however, the 


‘Let’s - think - about - it - today’ films 
came into vogue.” 

In the early Fifties he tried TV, as 
emcee of ABC’s Packard variety show. 
Then in the 


Broadway, and it, too, paid off—at 
first. Ameche’s first show, “Silk Stock- 
ings, 


” 


was a hit. But two other musi- 


mid-Fifties he tried - 


cals, “Goldilocks” and “13 Daughters,” 
flopped. “I’m not box office any more,” 
Ameche concedes with a shrug. 

In 1961, Ameche, who had never 
seen a circus in his life and “couldn’t 
have cared less,” took the job as 
host on International Showtime. 
Some who know Don well continued 
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believe that the slide from major star 
to circus-chaser has affected him 
deeply. Says one: “I can’t watch Don 
on that show. The smiles and gin- 
gersnap he puts into it all is sad. 
Somewhere, there’s a part of Don 
that’s died a little.” Don himself claims 
to be “happy” with his circus 
chores. “I’m attracted to anything 
that’s good,” he says. “And when 
circuses are good, they’re very good.” 

One thing’s sure. Ameche’s career 
has had its highs and lows. Even now, 
it has reached a new crossroads: Inter- 
national Showtime will not be back 
next fall. Yet, after some 30 years 
in show business Don seems relatively 
unscathed. “Acting has always been a 
business with me,” he explains. “As 
in any business, there are good times 
and there are bad.” 


The money went fast 


Ameche’s all-out contribution to his 
career paralleled his relationships with 
people. Says Don: “I’m Catholic and I 
believe that man’s function is to give 
of himself to others.” It isn’t just lip- 
service. Toots Shor attests: “If I gave 
you a list of the people Don has helped 
financially over the years, it would 
rock you. He went through money 
faster than anybody I know—and it 
always went to others.” 

It’s still going to others, but on a 
less elaborate scale. A friend explains 
why: “Don realized that the over- 
investment he was making in practi- 
cally everybody who came into his 
life was beginning to take its toll— 
especially on his family.” 

Don concurs: “I got to the point 
where I was spending too little time 
with my family.” The father of four 
sons and two adopted daughters (he’s 
been married to the former Honore 
Prendergast for 32 years), Don believes 
“children need security through love.” 
“I'm afraid,’ he goes on, “that I didn’t 
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take the time to show my children 
how much I loved them.” 

Ameche also found that an altruistic 
philosophy didn’t mix well in the 
grabby world of show business. Says 
Don: “When you're an actor, trying 
to live for others is a great strain.” 
The strain may, in fact, have had its 
effects. Ameche was one of the turf 
world’s big bettors (and losers—“Close 
to a million,’ says Toots) and an 
equally big-time tippler (“A fifth of 
bourbon a day,” says Don). Ameche 
dismisses it as “just great fun.” 

“T’ve always loved horses,’ he con- 
tinues. “It’s a great thrill to see a fine 
horse run. And I never drank because 
I was despondent.”, 

Ameche put a stop to all of this 
about 15 years ago. And, oddly, even 
his closest friends can’t explain why. 
Says Shor: “Ameche just became 
serious.” Eddie Arcaro, a former 
jockey and old friend, ventures: “I 
suppose Don mellowed. He became 
interested in other. things.” 

Ameche, in fact, became interested 
in Ameche. The man who had always 
given so much discovered “how little 
Thad given myself.” He says: “I regret 
that I didn’t take the time when I was 
younger to go after the things that 
now give me so much pleasure.” 

Somewhat ironically, Ameche, the 
once glittery movie idol and bon 
vivant, lists his new-found pleasures 
as “great art, music and literature.” 
And, touchingly, Ameche finds himself 
“unprepared to fully appreciate such 
overwhelming talents as Michelangelo 
and Shakespeare.” “I know so little,” 
he says, “and the great masters knew 
so much. 

“As you grow older,” Don continues, 
“you realize how important it is to 
do things well. I may never do any- 
thing significant, but I’m awe-struck 
by those who have. I still have energy 
and an active mind,” he concludes. 
“Now that I've discovered what’s im- 
portant to me, I intend to find out all 
that I can.” —Robert Higgins
